HOUSTON, Mo. — U. S. Sen­ 
ator Thomas 
C. 
Hennings Jr., 
speaking at a Democratic Party: 
Bar-B-Q here yesterday, declar- ! 
ed the national government’s farm 
policy should be to step boldly 
into increasing the consumption 
of food by needy people, in this 
country and abroad, instead of 
curtailing agricultural production.

End-of-session legislative

here today. The provision for man­ 
datory veto sessions is one of four 
contained in proposed Constitution­ 
al Amendment No. 1 to be acted on 
in the general election in Novem­ 
ber. 
This provision would subject ve­ 
toes returned to the legislature in 
nearly all of the last month of a 
regular legislative session and also 
after 
adjournment 
to considera­ 
tion in a special 15-dav session 
for the sole purpose of consider­ 
ing vetoes, Staples said 
“ It takes little imagination.” he 
continued, “ to see that final pas­ 
sage of legislation having any pos­ 
sibility of being vetoed could be 
maneuvered late enough in the reg­ 
ular session so that, if it were ve­ 
toed. it would have to be consid­ 
ered in the special mandatory veto 
session. Proponents would want to 
so manipulate final pasage of such 
legislation because it would give 
them an opportunity to mobilize 
support for overriding the veto. The 
provision provides a considerable 
interval between the adjournment 
of a regular session and the con­ 
vening of the mandatory veto ses­
